@ There are two new laws going into 
effect on February 1, 1957. Here are 
their provisions: 1. Applications for 
1957 registration plates must be ae- 
companied by a Certificate of Insur- 
ance (Form FS-1) showing automo- 
bile liability insurance coverage of at 
least “ten, twenty, and five.” Plates 
cannot be issued for uninsured vehicles. 
2. All vehicles more than four years 
old and all used cars sold or trens- 
ferred after February 1, 1957 must 
submit to a four-point safety check. 
Any vehicle affected by the law must 
have a valid inspection sticker to qual- 
ify for 1958 registration plates. Inspe« 
tions will be staggered from February 
to November according to model vear.

But it's a competitive boom. And to sell good 
ou've got to deliver them —fast.

And that’s why the traflic man 
is voing to be hopping

Why 1957 will be a year of mixed emotions for railroads 


Looking over his industry, Editor James G. Lyne

As a matter of fact, management triggered 
the entire operation—first by calling for in- 
ventory reduction, then by providing the 
tools to make it possible, 

No company can cut inventory unless man- 
‘gement gives such support. For the normal 
desire of maintenance men is to have the 
parts they need immediately available. And 
the normal desire of stores men ix to be able 
to provide them instantly, 

Left to themselves, these two forces result 


in a huge inventory. 


MANAGEMENT'S RESPONSIBILITY, then, ix to 
start the ball rolling and keep it going. 

At San Antonio, besides providing a new 
storeroom and new filing systems, manage- 
meot went one step further—responsible per 
connel were authorized and encouraged to 
visit other transit properties, study their in 
ventory systems, and adopt what was best for 


their own use, 


MANAGEMENT MUST BE REALISTIC, TOO, in 
appraising comparative figures. 

bor instance, San Antonio's inventory fig- 
ure of 8262 per bus is far below the Ameri- 
can Transit Association standard par figure 
of $425... but its purchasing and stores 
man-hours per bus is 66, as against a par 
of 60 

San Antonio's management recognizes that 
this slight exeess of man-hours is justified in 
the light of really good inventory figures. 
A San Antonio executive, John H. Powell, 
assistant to the president, sums up manage 
ments position this way 

“There is certainly some minimum in 
ventory figure for eflicient operation, but we 
do not believe we have reached it yet. With 
managements continued interest, and with 
continued efforts by maintenance and pur- 
chasing, we expeet further inventory reduc- 


ton on our property. 





It was decided to use the army system of setting 
minimums and ordering quantities, both of which 
ire expressed in terms of “days of supply.” For ex 
imple, on certain parts San Antonio allows 45 days 
supply as 4 minimum, and reorders in quantities of 
1) to 45 days’ supply. 

The planning stage over, the swing into the new 
system was made in 1949, and inventory figures be 
van their slow but steady decrease. 

For the first time, maintenance and purchasing 
men were working together with a common. goal 
cutting parts inventory. 

As they worked at it, they developed the six key 
steps previously outlined. For it was apparent that 


to cut inventory they must 


1. Discourage orders for parts not al- 


ready in stock 


Unless an order for a part not carried in stock is 
necessary, its almost impossible to get the order 
through at San Antonio. Here’s why 

When a mechanic finds that a part he wants is 
not stocked he must, in order to get it, set a com 
p investigation in motion. He reports to his fore 
man. If the foreman, after careful study, still feels 
the part is necessary, he fills out a form explaining 
the use, necessity, and benefits of the new item 

Then the form is turned over to the chief store 
keeper, who searches to see if the part 1s carried 
under a different name, or if a substitute or inte 
changeable item is available. If not, the storekeeper 
signifies so on the form and forwards it to the su 
perintendent of equipment. 

The superintendent studies all other possibilities 
repairing the old part, cannibalizing old buses. et 
Finally, if he approves the purchase, the form is 
sent to the purchasing department. There, still an 
other search is made through the records for substi 
tute or interchangeable items before it is ordered. 

kven at this point the matter isn't quite ended 
bor each month the pire hasing agent furnishes Su 
perintendent of Equipment Karl Kendall with a list 
of the new items which have had no withdrawals 
in the past six months. Then the foreman who re 
quested the part and didn't use it had better come up 


with a good explanation 


2. Weed out of stock all parts that 


show no turnover 


San Antonio, like other transit properties, has suf 
fered the sad experience of junking thousands of 
parts when a fleet of buses is retired. This fact, plus 
additional studies, led to the conclusion that any 


part not used in two vears would never be used. 
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Therefore the stock records are surveyed com 


pletely once a year, and all parts listed which have 
shown no activity in two years. This list is sent to 
Superintendent Kendall. who indicates whether o1 
not he can see any future need for it 

Those which are apparently useless are written 
off the books and sold or s rapped. Any loss in dis 
posing of them, of course, is charged as a mainte 
nance expense ind the appearance of suc h items 
in the budget serves to remind everybody at San 


Antonio of the importance of careful purchasing 


3. Cut down initial parts stock on brand 


new buses 


In past years San Antonio relied heavily on the 
manulacturers recommendations-—and for one 
roup of OL buses delivered in 1948, there was one 
big order of $29,000 worth of parts. This alone 
unmounted to $475 per bus 

Three years later most of these parts were still in 
stock—-they had never been used 

By contrast, for the last 50 buses ordered, the new 
parts order amounted to only $90 per bus If the 


former standard had been used, an additional 


$19,250 would have been tied up in inventory 








4. Streamline the rebuild system and 


control use of new parts 


Under the old system, when a_ bad-ordes part 
vas taken from a bus it was sent to the shop for 
rebuilding. There was no control on when the shop 
would get around to rebuilding it 

Since the shop's natural tendency was to handl 
easy parts first the storeroom often ran out of some 
parts and purchasing ordered a new supply Keven 
tually the old parts would be rebuilt. Result: ar 
oversupply 

This cycle repeated itself so many times in one 
case that when a fleet of buses was retired San 
Antonio found itself with 56 years supply ol ome 
item on its shelves 

This new system prevents sur h waste 

In the storeroom, each new part that has a rebuilt 
counterpart has two bins adjacent to it-—-one labeled 
‘BO” for bad-order, and the other RB for 
rebuilt 

When a bad-orde part is taken from a bus it ts 
put in the BO bin. No repair work is done at this 
time. Instead, issues of the part are made from the 
RB bin, until the number of rebuilt parts in’ the 
bin reac hes the minimum 

When that happens, the rebuild clerk takes enough 
parts from the bad-order bin to make up the maxi 


mum, and sends them to the shop for rebuilding 
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5. Overcome “impulse buying’ and 


the “‘on-consignment”’ gimmick 

San Antonio's system of ordering new items has 
tutomatically solved another problem the tendency 
of foremen to yield to salesmen’s pleas to try thei 


product immediately 


Lntil the written “authority” form was devised 
the foreman might requisition and the purchasing 
department buy this new item. while a supply of 


the old item languished on storeroom shelve 

Now, when the superintendent of equipment get 
the form on which the storekeeper has indicated the 
number of the old item in stock, he carefully 
iders all cost factors before deciding on the ne 
nstead of the old 

Another rule at San Antonio is that the storeroo 


vill not receive any item on which a purchase order 
has not been written. This discourages the practic: 
of shipping in samples for trial-—-with some vague 
understanding that, if the product itistactor 
billing will follow at a later date 


6. Reduce the “minimum quantity’ re- 


quirement on parts 





\s the inventory stem developed, the purcha 
ing department ordered automatically every time the 
ninimum was reached on a part 

But it soon became clear that necessary minimum 
could sometimes be lowered perhaps the maint 
nance department had found a way to increase the 
life of a part, or had started rebuilding a part which 
they had formerly discarded 

Such factors certainly reduce the number of spare 
parts required, so a form was developed to be used 
in this way: When the minimum is reached on any 
important item the purchasing department, befor 
placing an order, fills in the part name, number 
quantity on hand, cost, ete, and forwards it to the 
naintenance de partment 

The superintendent carefully considers all lactors 
ind may recommend reducing the minimum, tem 
porarily delaying the purchase, or reordering 

Recent experience shows that he has been able to 
forestall ordering in about two-thirds of the case 
referred to him. The effect that this has upon in 


entor is evident

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Decision Due in Rail-Truck Suit 


.. .What Will It Mean to You? 


ANY DAY NOW a federal judge in Philadelphia will 
hand down a decision that’s expected to have far 
reaching effects on the United States freight-haul 
ing business 

His decision will answer these two questions 
How far can a freight carrier go in arousing 
public resentment against his opposition? And 
Can a carrier legally lobby for laws favoring 
him and harming his competition 7 

The case in question: The multi-million dollar 
cross suits filed by the Pennsylvania Motor Truck 
Association and state rail interests The stakes 


Pennsylvania's long-haul freight business 


Each side claims... 


the other is violating Sherman anti-trust laws 
wants to monopolize long-distance freight hauling 
and force competition from the field 
Truckers struck first. In January, 1953, PMTA 
ind 37 trucking firms began litigation in United 
States District Court against the Eastern Railroads 
Presidents Conference, 31 eastern railroads, and 
the public relations firm representing the ERP 
Carl Byoir & Associates 
PMTA asks punitive damages of $250-million 
representing business they say they lost through 
then-Gov. John Fine’s veto of a bill to raise truck 
weight limits. Truckers claimed lobbying malpra 
tices by the railroads played a large part in Fine’s 
veto 
Truckers also sought an injunction to halt rail 
road practices started in 1949 which they said 
idlated the Sherman anti-trust law 
(mong the practices named by the truckers were 
bribing of public officials and circulation of false 
propaganda 
Then the railroads responded They filed a 
ounter suit wecusing their accusers of much the 
same tactics and they claimed damages amount 
r to $120-million 
The railroads charged that as far back as 1945 
truckers had sought to arouse public resentment 
igainst rail lines by disseminating false propaganda 
Similarly, they maintained that truckers were try 
ing to turn the minds of public ind government 
officials against railroads. This cost them, they said 
$1 20-million 
ire the charges behind the suits Actual 
the trial began October |, 1956 before 
Jud ‘ [homas | (lary whi is hear 
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the case without a jury. Previously, Judge Clary 
turned down railroaders’ efforts to have the truck 


ets uit cdlismissed 


Four main decisions .. . 


ire possible. Both are guilty, both are inno 

cent, either one i ruilty and the other innocent 
Any one can aflect you 

If neither party is found guilty it could meas 
open warfare. Truckers and rail men would be 
free to continue any of their earlier business-get 
ting tactics. Each could seek the aid of legislators 
in securing favorable laws 

Should both be found guilty, it would be up to 
the court to prescribe future rules of conduct 
And truckers and railroaders alike would be forced 
to tread softly in other states 

It is doubtful that either party will be found 
completely guilty and the other wholly blameless 
If an act is considered illegal on the part of one 
party it will also be held illegal on the part of the 
other. Final verdict will almost surely involve ce 
erees of guilt or innocence 

In any event, actual guilt or innocence could well 
turn out to be secondary to the establishment of 
i very important legal precedent which will certainly 


play i big part in deciding future cases 


A two-part ruling ... 


is likely in the case. Primarily, Judge Clary 

will determine if and how the Sherman anti-trust 
law is violated, That's no easy job 

lt is not enough for one party te ove that the 
other used illegal tactics. It must also be shown 
that such acts were committed as part of a monopoly 
effort to drive out competition 

Since truckers and rail men charge each other 
with basically the ime acts, it will also be Judge 
Clary s task to decide to what extent each sought 
1 monopol 

\ bright spot here for truckers is the existence 
of Byoir memos, admitted as evidence, which truck 
ers claim state flatly that his organization was tr 
ing to put the truckers out of business 

Secondly the court must determine whether 
damages are warranted and, if so, how much. With 
his decision as a yardstick, observers may be bette: 
ible to understand just how much harm has beet 


inflicted by ille i] tacty

Branch Motor Express of Allentown, Pennsylvania, is 
in the process of switching its entire fleet over to 
tubeless truck tires. A large common carrier serving 
the Middle Atlantic States, this company operates 
tractor-trailer units both on intercity runs and in-city 
pickup and delivery. For a first-hand account of why 
Branch Motor Express prefers tubeless tires, here's an 
interview with Mr. William A. Wild, the man who 
keeps this fleet rolling:

Q. 


4. ‘‘We’re definitely getting more miles from Fire 
stone tubeless tires. Although we’ve been running 
on tubeless tires since October of 1955, we can’t 
figure cost per mile yet because, you see, not one of 
these tires wd been retired from service. However, 
we average 50,000 miles before retreading on the 
tractor drive axle tires and 100,000 miles on trailer 
tires and tractor front axle tires before they are 
retreaded. This is a remarkable improvement over 
tires with tubes, especially for city driving.”

4. “It is for us because that’s where constant 
spotting of the trailer scuffs tires—but worst of all, 
that’s where tires get curb breaks and pick up 
puncturing objects. The big advantage of tubeless 
tires here is that a break or puncture shows up as a 
slow leak and we repair it—but in tires with tubes, 
a break has to flex a hole in the tube and then. 
wham! —we’'ve blown out a tire and lost a valuable 
tire body. We get increased tire body life for more 
retreads with tubeless tires. That’s important to 
our cost picture because Firestone Factory-Method 
Retreading puts “new tire’ tread performance on 
the old carcass and we get almost again as much 
mileage as the original—at about one-third the 
price of the original tire. And we can retread these 
tires over and over again.”

““Not for us. We’ve standardized our rims and 
we can run tubed and tubeless side by side until we 
have completed all the replacements.

And if they do need 
service they’re easy to get at.”

“Yes, ] would. Anyone can save money on tire 
costs with them. And the way I figure it, tires with 
tubes on any equipment bought today may be 
difficult and expensive to replace, long before the 
vehicle has completed its useful service life.’’

Getting public acceptance {0 detailed plans

How to avoid the appearance of arbitrary action 
hie to deal with property owners and business con 
cert how to hold down land acquisition Costs 
lhese were just a few of the questions involving 
public relations. Speakers stressed the importance 
of orking closely with local communities. They

Where to find adequate personnel to) plan and 
perform all the myriad jobs involved in the pro 
gram’ This was another across-the-board question 
that came up at almost every one of the sessions. 
Most of the highway men agreed that the obvious 
solution to the personnel problem—higher pay for 
engineering employees was at best a slow and ex 
tremely dificult objective. So they concentrated on 
other means of supplementing what staff they now 
have. They gave heavy attention to discussions of 
streamlined management practices and to the pos 
sibilities of computers, aerial photography, and 


other mechanical shortcuts. 


Uniform signs for the nationwide network 
were also discussed. Route-marking systems now un 
der consideration would designate the new roads 
specifically, but relate their geographic locations to 
that of existing and familiar routes. 

The same principle of uniformity would apply to 
warning or safety signals. And since the interstate

Of course, these are extreme examples But 
even if you ignore them, reported monthly savings 
run from one to five hours per vehicle, One obvious 
reason is big differences in operating conditions 
hor instance, the fleet that saves 30 hours used to 
bring in trucks for daily lube jobs because of par 
ticularly tough conditions 

But there’s also a major factor that's easy to over 
look -how many of a vehicles lube points are coy 
ered by automatic lubrication. The more bearings 
ou lubricate automatically, the less you have to 
lube by hand and the more you save in shop Linnie 

In one fleet questioned by FLEET OWNER, auto 
matic lubricators serve only four lube points per 
vehicle. In another, they cover SO fittings on a trac 
tor-trailer combination, Frequently mentioned were 
14, 16, 24 and 36 lube points per vehicle 

What of the six fleets that don't save time with au 
tomatic lubrication? Five put it this way: Trucks 
have to come into the shop anyway for periodic in 
spections; one man can lubricate while he’s inspect 
ing. The sixth user who saves no time operates his 
iutomatic lubricators with the air hose in his shop 
This, he explained, takes as much time as lubricatin 


with a grease gun 


Parts also last longer when they re lubricated 
1utomatically, according to a number of fleets ques 
tioned. Several pointed to savings on repairs and 
replacement materials 

One fleet re ported a large cost reduction in brake 
maintenance. Commented another forsion tan 
dems, when greased by hand, showed wear in six 
months: now they've gone 1&8 months with no no 
ticeable wear. A third fleet man said his tandems 
which used to be re-built at 80,000 miles. have now 
one “well over 200,000 miles” without an ove 
haul. That saving alone, he added, paid for his auto 


matic lubricators in a year 


Any faults or failures? Sure. Thirty-three fleets 
reported at least one auto lube breakdown. But that 
sort of thing is bound to crop up in any relatively

to tolerate ar isional problem until the bugs are

The biggest bug (reported by 24 fleets) was lub 
ne breakage.

New lines, of flexible nylon 
ire licking this problem. And a new fastener—a syn 
thetic rubber strap that stretches should also re 
duce breaka it 

Only one other type of failure was mentioned 
more than twice. Eight fleets reported lube-pump 
stoppages, which are caused by dirt in the work 
md which can be remedied by better inspections 
ne fleet said a line had been plus ved with foreign 
material. Better inspection would help to prevent 
this, too

The catch: It’s hard to cut tempo without resorting to half-swings. But a little 
practice can overcome this trouble, according to Hebert. And the results can be 
highly rewarding. 


You may have made a sound New Year's resolution—to live within your in 
come. And right now you may be wondering how you can do it. 


Chances are you aren't doing so now—even if you make big money. Accountants 
say that the failure of seemingly well-off businessmen to make ends meet is ex- 
tremely common. 


. Tear here 


For some reason, they say, executives have difficulty applying to their private 
lives the very principles that have put them where they are in the business world. 


What's the solution? Contrary to what you may think, it is not an arbitrary 
budget. Instead, it calls only for a little common-sense management of basic per- 
sonal finances, reserving for yourself complete freedom in how you spend what 
you have. 


This is quite a bit different from setting up a budget. There is little doubt among 
the experts that the arbitrary budget has become both outmoded and unworkable 
as an effective means of controlling personal income. It is far too rigid a system 
to fit today’s complex way of life. 


Budgets were once a sensible financial tool for families. They worked 
well in the era of the 10 or 12-hour day and the six-day week. Life was much less 
complicated: It consisted mainly of work and sleep; leisure time was no prob 
lem. Wants were limited. 
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In other words, the temptation and the opportunity to spend money were almost 
nil, whereas today, in mid-Twentieth Century, both of these are almost without 
limitation. 


Therefore a budget is too inflexible these days—so much so that it allows 
no room for necessary give-and-take even on a low-income level. It’s even more 
impractical for the big salary earner, since he has a wider choice of ways to use 
his disposable income. 


You will do much better in managing your money if, instead of budget, you 
apply a few simple procedures. Here’s what top personal financial consultants 
recommend as an effective working basis: 


Set down on paper the amount of income you have available over « 
given period of time—say six months or a year. Then write down all your fixed 
and unavoidable expenses—items such as income tax, real-estate and other taxes,

interest and amortization payments, other debts, insurance premiums, savings, 
and the like. Deduct the sum of all these from your complete actual income. The 
balance of course, is what you'll have available for day-to-day living expenses. 


It is important for you to remember that you should have a sense of free- 
dom as to how you spend this balance; you can buy with it what you want, plac- 
ing your values as you wish—but always remembering that spending more than 
you earn is poor personal management. 


jut right here is the crucial point in successful money management. This is where 

the big money people get an attitude that is a bit too free, and spend themselves 
into the red before the year is out. What happens is that they are likely to consider 
this balance a more-or-less elastic thing even after they’ve made a big purchase. 


For example, you should feel free to take your family on a month’s cruise, 
say, this winter. But if you do, you should adjust this expense into your “working 
money” and readjust your other activities downward. Otherwise, you'll find 


you've overspent. 


In the same way, the amateur boating enthusiast can indulge his fancy by dis- 
tributing the financial load over the year. Even in the matter of food, there is the 
possibility of wide extremes. The family that likes to entertain in gourmet style 
has to figure the cost as a supplement to normal day-to-day food allowances. 


All this may sound too theoretical. But put into practice, the little time 
spent in planning may surprise you by giving you more for your money. And it 
will mean freedom from worry, peace of mind.
